A post-mortem examination 
has been carried out, but the 
death is not being treated as 
suspicious by the police. 

They are now beginning to 
prepare a file for the coroner, 
and an inquest will be held 
into the death. 

A delay in identifying the 
body has been caused by dif¬ 
ficulty contacting the 
deceased’s relatives.

Community 
centre given 
to church 

A COMMUNITY centre in 
Haverhill has been 
transferred to a church 
group by the council. 

The Chalkstone 
Community Centre in the 
town’s Strasbourg Square 
was transferred to the 
River of Life Church 
group yesterday, May 6. 

It is part of an ongoing 
transfer of community 
centres owned by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council to community 
groups, which was 
decided upon in 2009. 

As it is a community 
asset transfer and not a 
sale, the community 
centre will either have 
been given away for free, 
or for £1. 

Local resident John 
Burns has been opposed 
to the transfer and said 
the community had not 
been properly consulted.

FIVE chicks have hatched at a 
Haverhill primary school. 

The chicks were incubated 
for 21 days at Clements 
Primary School and hatched at 
the beginning of this week. 

The school’s reception pupils, 
aged 4 and 5, have been 
looking after the new arrivals. 

Headteacher of Clements, 
Caroline Zwierzchowska-Dod, 
said: “We really wanted an 
experience that would engage 
the children’s awe and wonder 
about the world, and it’s raised 
a lot of questions.” 

She said the pupils had been 
solving problems to do with 
looking after the chicks, for 
example working out they 
could raise the level of the 
water in their bowls by adding 
stones. 

The chicks will stay at the 
school and the reception 
children will continue to look 


after them. 

They will be kept inside at 
first, but a hen-house will then 
be installed outside. 

They hope that by the 
summer, they will be laying 
eggs, which could be used in 
the school’s kitchen. 

The pupils made counters to 
count the number of days until 
the chicks hatched. 

A live “chick-cam” was 
installed over the bank holiday 
weekend so that pupils and 
their parents could watch and 
see if any of them hatched 
early. 

Mrs Zwierzchowska-Dod 
said: “I spent a very sleepless 
night checking the chick-cam, 
wondering if anything was 
going to hatch!” 

The eggs and incubator were 
provided to the school by a 
Sheffield-based company 
called Eggucation.

A HOUSING partnership is rolling 
out a scheme to provide 2,000 homes 
in St Edmundsbury with free solar 
energy. 

Havebury Housing, which owns 
1,715 homes in Haverhill, is convert¬ 
ing a third of all the properties it owns 
to be run by solar power. 

They have selected 622 homes for 
the first stage of the project. They 
have already been in touch with the 
residents at these properties, which 
are being surveyed over the coming 
months. 

The surveys will look at factors such 
as the angle of the roof, the light in the 
area and whether there are trees 
nearby. 

Installation of the solar panels on 
properties thought suitable after the 
survey will begin on June 12. 

The installation will not cost resi- 
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dents anything, as it is part of a new 
partnership between Havebury, 
finance company Macquarie 
Lending, and Keepmoat. 

Keepmoat is an organisation 
which works to provide sus¬ 
tainable community regener¬ 
ation, housing, and planned 
and responsive repairs. 

The roll-out of the solar 
panels is fully funded by 
Macquarie Lending, with no 
financial contribution at all 
needed from Havebury or resi¬ 
dents in the homes being convert¬ 
ed. 

Installation of the panels could 
mean lower energy bills for residents. 

Those who live in houses with pan¬ 


els are also advised to make lifestyle 
changes, such as using appliances 
one after the other and not leaving 
them on standby. 

Philip Sullivan, director of opera¬ 
tions at Havebury said; “This is a very 
exciting initiative and could poten¬ 
tially offer our residents’ great 
savings on their energy costs. 
“Our aim is to ensure that we 
tackle fuel poverty and keep 
our residents warm in their 
homes. 

“Not only can we now gen¬ 
erate free solar energy, but we 
can also put energy back into 
the National Grid for others in 
the area to utilise.”

RESIDENTS have raised con¬ 
cerns - and a council is con¬ 
sidering evictions - after 
travellers set up caravans in 
a cinema car park. 

The 10 caravans have been 
in the Meadows car park in 
Haverhill, near the town’s 
Cineworld, since Monday. 

The travellers initially tried 
to set up their caravans on 
Haverhill Recreation Ground, 
where a fair was taking place, 
but after contact with the 
police, they agreed to move to 
the car park. 

They are there by agreement 
with St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, which owns 
the car park, and were expect¬ 
ed to move on today. If they do 
not, the council may evict 
them. 

A borough council spokes¬ 
man said: “On Monday travel¬ 
lers attempted to pull up on 
Haverhill Recreation Ground, 
which was already occupied 
by the fair. 

“The police contacted St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council to see if the 10 cara¬ 
vans and their vehicles could 
be temporarily moved to the 
council-owned Meadows car 
park on Ehringshausen Way. 

“The travellers stated that 
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they intend to leave on 
Thursday. The Suffolk County 
Council Gypsy and Traveller 
Service and the police are 
liaising with the group but as 
aprecaution, St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council is preparing 
the legal process for eviction.” 

A Suffolk County Council 
spokesman said: “We are 
working closely with the 
police and local borough 
authority to effectively 
deal with this unau¬ 
thorised gipsy and 
traveller encamp¬ 
ment; ensuring the 
rights of both the 
gipsy and traveller 
and settled com¬ 
munity are met.” 

Town and county 
councillor Tony 
Brown said: “They 
were looking around 
the local area for some¬ 
where to set up. I think the 
local council was concerned 
that they would end up on the 
green spaces. 

“They thought that the best 
option was to open up the 
Meadows car park. They 
engaged with the travellers 


themselves. 

“I have been led to believe 
that they are only going to be 
staying until Thursday. 

“It’s not ideal that they are in 
the car park, as it’s got an 
impact on parking in that 
area.” 

Cllr Brown said that resi¬ 
dents had been in touch with 
him with worries about the 
car park. 

He said: “Obviously they’ve 
got concerns. They are wor¬ 
ried about the impact on the 

carpark. 

“But as long as the 
travellers are not 
breaking the law it’s 
what has been 
agreed for every¬ 
one’s benefit. 

“It’s an inconven¬ 
ience for people who 
use the car park, but 
it’s sort of out of the 
way, and doesn’t get 
all the green spaces 
churned up.” 

Residents have also raised 
concerns about the caravans 
in the car park on social 
media. 

One Facebook commenter 
said: “Wonder if they will get a 
parking ticket if they stay 
longer than three hours.”

Trials for new 
first aid service 


IF you suffer any cuts or 
scrapes next weekend, 
there’s no need to head to 
Accident and Emergency. A 
new first aid service is being 
trialled at Haverhill’s Burton 
Centre in Camps Road. 

The service, which is being 
organised by Cllr Betty 
McLatchy, will provide out- 
of-hours first aid treatment 
for people with minor inju¬ 
ries. 

Two volunteers will availa¬ 
ble at any one time for 
between 7pm and 10pm on 
Thursday 14 May to Saturday 
16 May. 

One volunteer will provide 
any medical care that is 
needed, while the other will 
take notes. 

They will also help patients 
to decide whether it is neces¬ 
sary to go to hospital, and 
which hospital would be 
most appropriate. 

Cllr McLatchy said that this 
kind of service is necessary in 
Haverhill to prevent people 
making the long trip to hospi¬ 
tal. “I am really looking for¬ 
ward to it because it’s some¬ 
thing I have been wanting to 
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do for a long time,” said Cllr 
McLatchy. 

“If people are really badly 
injured, of course they should 
go to hospital, but if there are 
minor injuries, then we can 
save people clogging up A 
and E, and save them travel¬ 
ling.” 

The service will be called 
Base, and Cllr McLatchy is 
hoping that after the trial 
weekend it will carry on for at 
least six months. 

She hopes that records from 
the service will demonstrate 
that more healhcare provi¬ 
sion is needed in 
Haverhill. 

Moira Welham, 
head of community 
partnership at St 
Nicholas Hospice 
Care, which owns 
the Burton Centre, 
said: “We are 

pleased we could 
offer our premises 
for the trial out-of- 
hours first aid service. 

We are keen for the Burton 


Centre to be at the heart of 
the community and are 
happy to do all we can to 
ensure Haverhill residents 
can access the healthcare 
services they need, whether 
that is basic first aid treat¬ 
ment as offered by the Base 
service, or the support the 
Hospice offers at the Burton 
Centre to those facing long¬ 
term and life-threatening ill¬ 
nesses.” 

More volunteers are need¬ 
ed. Anyone with first aid 
qualifications is welcome, 
but so are those without 
expertise who can take 
records. 

Cllr McLatchy is also fun¬ 
draising to make the 
service viable, and is 
hoping to hold a 
market stall to 
raise money.

Open letter to Haverhill Chamber 
of Commerce: 

PLEASE put your efforts into 
supporting the road 
improvements Haverhill needs, 
like the North Western Bypass 
and improvements in the roads 
leading to Cambridge and the 
Mil, rather than wasting money 
on an unnecessary road from the 
North East Haverhill development 
to the Coupals road. 

The potential road usage in the 
Essex direction from the new 
estate would be only 7.1%, 
according to a survey 
commissioned by the county 
council, hardly an economic 
benefit to the town. 

There are no supermarkets or 
schools or hospitals in that 
direction. There is no employment 
or access to town not served by 
the Chalkstone Way access to the 
proposed estate. 

A more tangible economic and 
welfare benefit for the people of 
Haverhill would be the country 
park, linking with East Town Park. 
The road would destroy these 
links, and cut across woodland 
and a green lane which is an asset 
of community value we are 
seeking to preserve. The road 
would also destroy a local wildlife 
site when the town is going to be 
22 hectares deficient in nature 
reserves. 

A country park, besides improving 
the wellbeing of the town, also 
provides significant economic 
benefits. Think about how many 
people journey out of town to take 
children and grandchildren to 
Abbey Gardens in Bury St 
Edmunds or Clare Country Park. 
Our own attractive country park 
could encourage people to visit 
Haverhill. 

Please, chamber, think again, and 
look at the benefits to the whole 
Haverhill community, and let us 
have a new development which 
brings with it an improvement to 
the town, not just roads and 
housing.

Opposition over 
Chamber’s calls 
for a relief road 


RENEWED calls for a road 
out of the east of Haverhill 
have met with controversy. 

The road has been suggest¬ 
ed as a relief route to cope 
with higher levels of traffic 
from a proposed development 
in North East Haverhill. 

It would connect Coupals 
Road in the east of the town 
with Great Wilsey Farm, on 
the other side of the proposed 
development site. 

The route was originally 
suggested as part of the Vision 
2031 document for the future 
development of Haverhill, but 
had been dismissed. 

However, last week Paul 
Donno, chair of Haverhill 
Chamber of Commerce 
renewed calls for the road to 
be built. 

He has said he plans to take 
up the idea with St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

Mr Donno said: “At the 
moment there’s no direct exit 
for the main industrial areas 
of the town. As the Chamber

of Commerce we have got to 
make sure that we are helping 
business in the town. 

“The argument is that busi¬ 
ness goes out to Cambridge, 
but there’s no exit at all to 
Essex. It’s very short sighted. 

“We want to keep invest¬ 
ment in the town, and the 
current idea encourages peo¬ 
ple to live in the town and 
work in Cambridge.” 

His calls have 
angered residents 
and councillors as 
the proposed route 
for the road sepa¬ 
rates an existing 
park, East Town 
Park, from a site 
they would like to 
see turned into a 
country park. 

A campaign of 350 resi¬ 
dents has supported the 
country park. 

Their leader, Ian lohnson, 
said: “This road cuts through 


the woodland, it cuts through 
a green lane, and it cuts 
through the driving range, 
which is designated as an 
area for nature. 

“We were very surprised 
that the Chamber of 
Commerce have resurrected 
it at this late stage. 

“It just seems to be abso¬ 
lutely crazy. It doesn’t seem to 
make any sense to us.” 

Town and county councillor 
Tony Brown said: “Only 
four per cent of traffic 
from Haverhill actu¬ 
ally goes out to 
Essex. The route 
would join up with 
a very narrow road 
anyway. 

“The detrimental 
effect it would have 
on the proposed 
country park out¬ 
weighs any small ben¬ 
efit. 

“We are very worried about 
it because we have fought so 
hard to get things other than 
developments in the town.”

‘Foster a child and 
turn a life around’ 


Carla was fostered as a child and it changed her life. She shares 
her story in the hopes of encouraging others to consider it 


A WOMAN who was fostered as a child 
is encouraging people to become fos¬ 
ter carers - and to go along to an open 
day to find out more. 

Carla was 12 when she went into 
care. She was initially placed with her 
two younger brothers, but they were 
soon split up. 

She went through seven foster homes 
in her first year, including one where 
she was told she could not shower 
indoors because foster children were 
dirty. 

She began misbehaving at school, 
lighting cigarettes, getting into fights, 
climbing out of windows to escape 
detention. 

Carla said: “About a year later, I went 
to a foster family, and it was supposed 
to be an emergency placement lasting 
three days. The local authority were 
looking at residential care for me 
because of my challenging behaviour. 

“But they must have seen something 
in me. They just said they wanted to

reassess, and they felt I had been given 
a bit of a rough deal. 

“They just had a really good under¬ 
standing of why those behaviours 
were there, in terms of me being an 
angry child. 

“I still live with them today, 10 or 11 
years down the line.” 

Carla, who is now 23, changed 
schools and started studying for her 
GCSEs. She ended up going to univer¬ 
sity and now works for Little Acorns 
Fostering, an organistion based in 
Great Wratting. 

Carla said: “Without those experi¬ 
ences I wouldn’t have known this job 
was an option. Before I was placed 
with that foster family, I never imag¬ 
ined I would be able to go to universi¬ 
ty. It wasn’t even on the cards.” 

Now, she is encouraging more peo¬ 
ple to sign up as foster carers and 
change young people’s lives by provid¬ 


ing stability. 

She said: “One of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges is recruitment of foster carers. 
People see a lot of negative media and 
they don’t tend to realise that a child 
might be different if they are removed 
from an abusive environment. 

“I think anybody who loves working 
with children or has had any experi¬ 
ences themselves or just wants to help 
should sign up to find out more. It’s 
such a rewarding experience.” 

Little Acorns Fostering is holding an 
open day at their offices at Rook Tree 
Barn in Great Wratting’s Withersfield 
Road on Saturday, May 9. 

Registered manager Cheryl lillions 
said: “We want to give everyone the 
opportunity to come along, chat to our 
carers and staff and find out what fos¬ 
tering is really about.”

Kerr’s classic storybook, The Tiger 
Who Came To Tea? 

It would be rather strange to not 
have the author’s colourful illus¬ 
trations of a bright orange tiger 
sipping tea, etched into your 
memories - whether you read it to 
your children, or you remember it 
being read to you before bedtime 
aged 5. 

The book, first published in
